This radio-rich classic was produced in 1945 and is unabashed in its 
presentation of Nazi spies as the embodyment of evil (well, they may have 
had a point there) and the FBI as the clean, upstanding, moral defenders of 
the American way (no mention of HH's dress but his "long time companion" is 
seen). 


A clean, upstanding, etc. American agrees to impersonate a Nazi spy and 
infiltrate an existing spy cell in Manhattan. His job is to build a radio 
station to exchange messages with Berlin. This he does as he becomes a 
member of the cell - but he is never above the suspicion of his colleagues. 
But what's important to us is the radios and here "92nd St." shines. 


What we got here is much microfilm, actual FBI surveillance tape and Lloyd 
Nolan as the FBI agent in charge. Leather wearing sexually ambiguous 
female Nazi spy. Elegant cross-dressing fashionable female cell leader. 
Real FBI radio crusing room with multiple receivers and open wire line.

Hi BA gang; 


My most recent acquisition from eBeep, an HP 334A distortion analyzer. 

This venerable instrument is the version with autonulling AND an RF 
detector for measuring distortion of an AM transmitter (BA relevance). The 
331-334 series of distortion analyzers began appearing in '65. In my '70 
HP catalog the 334A was going for $925. In the '90 catalog it was still 
available for $3810! That's about a quarter century of production for that 
instrument, it ranks with the 410B and 200CD for market place endurance. 

My unit is slightly later production, having an IEC power connector and the 
innards are sprinkled with '72 date code components. 


And here comes the BUT: Giving the unit a cursory inspection upon 
unboxing, I noticed the Meter Range switch knob pointing in between range 
indices. My bowels rearranged themselves while thoughts raced through my 
mind of a previous owner having thrown an unfixable dog back together so it 
could be unloaded on the next sucker, namely ME. Off came the covers and 
internal shields so I could peer into every nak croony. After a couple of 
hours of pawing and peeking I had a list in my mind of what needed to be 
done,...... finish building the unit for HP! 


The only thing that kept the Meter Range switch from twirling around and 
breaking off its leads was the fact that the switch wafer support posts 
projected through a slot in a shield enclosure that kept the switch from 
rotating more than half a switch index. The switch mounting nut was as 
loose as a goose! Repair work? Nope. There were three more loose switch 
nuts, each needing from a QUARTER TURN TO 3/4 TURN TO PROPERLY TIGHTEN. 
And to add insult to injury, a pot concentrically mounted on one of the 
rotary switches was so loose its nut was not even bearing against the 
mounting bracket, not even finger tight. The only thing that kept the pot 
from going on vacation was the resistors wired to its terminals and its 
indexing tab which kept it from turning somersaults. 


And of course there was one more example of narrowly avoided grief. The 
screw that holds a fold out circuit board in place was driven into a wire 


hiding in between the internal shield and the intrument's outer wall. 
Fortunately the deep gouge in the wire did not reach the center conductor. 
That wire was one of a group of wires that had no means of keeping them 
from straying into that zone of hazard. 


It's fun, in a sordid sort of way, to compare HP and Tek quality. I have 
yet to find the numerous examples of sloppy workmanship in Tek instruments 
that I repeatedly find in HP equipment. While HP instruments over the 
years are noted for inovation and excellent design, I can't say the same 
for HP production quality. So folks, next new/old HP instrument you 
acquire, be merciless in your inspection and reconditioning. Who knows, 
you too can contribute to the improvement of HP quality!!!

I have a collection of 16 mm films, and among them are a couple 
of interesting ones: a 1952 McGraw-Hill "American Government 
Series" film, "Federal Communications Commission". This film 
shows all the typical radio (and TV) oriented communications 
facilities of the time, including a amateur station, commercial 
two-way use, radio stations, etc. Also shown is an "undercover" 
inspector. tracking down an illegal two-way radio link up between 
bookies at a race track. 


The other interesting item is a film on the ITU, made about 1959, 


or so. Again, this one shows typical radio and TV installations, 
communications sites, utilities, marine facilities, etc. and, shows 
shipboard operation on the famed "Achille Lauro" liner.

I have three Mackay 3010 marine receiver scrappers here, and would like 
to sell the three units as a package. 


There are two 3010B units and one 3010C unit. I believe that there are 
enough pieces to build up a nice & complete 3010C receiver and have many 
extra pieces left over.
